ORDER  AMENDED 

The  U-  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  held  a regional  hearing  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
on  March  9;  1966  regarding  35  markets,  including  Chattanooga.  An  Order  amending  the 
Chattanooga  Order  was  signed  to  he  effective  April  10,  19 66.  The  amendment  provided 
that  for  the  months  of  May  and  June  1966  the  Class  I price  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
April  1966  Class  I price. 


MARKET  SUMMARY  - APRIL  1966 

The  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt . f.o.b.  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3-5 $ are:  Base  Milk  $5-06,  Excess  Milk  $3-00.  The  butterfat  differential  is 

7.8  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5 jo- 

During  April  76-1$  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5-75  per  cwt. 
with  a butterfat  differential  of  8.2  cents  and  23-9 priced  in  Class  II  at  $3-07  per  cwt. 
with  a butterfat  differential  of  7*2  cents.  The  daily  average  use  of  Gross  Class  I in- 
creased 0.4$  compared  with  March  1966  and  increased  6. 3$  compared  with  April  1965* 

The  daily  average  producer  deliveries  was  686,157  pounds  in  April  1966,  an  increase 
of  48,809  pounds  per  day  compared  with  March  1966  and  an  increase  of  44,150  pounds 
compared  with  April  1965-  Percentage-wise,  April  deliveries  increased  7-7$>  compared  with 
March  1966  and  increased  6.9 $ compared  with  April  1965.  Base  milk  was  90-0*/°  and  excess 
milk  was  10.0 °jo  of  the  total  producer  deliveries.  All  excess  milk  and  15*4 (fo  of  base  milk 
was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $3-04  per  cwt.  and  84 .Gjo  of  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at 
$5 .45  per  cwt .
